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EXTERNAL AND INTERNAL 


Political analysts are now 
reaching definite conclusions 
about President Kennedy. Some 
of these analysts had held 
off, hoping that a man new to 
the presidency gradually 
would come to understand the 
great problems we face at 
home and abroad. This hope 
was largely dissipated by the 
President’s recent political 
speech-making. Objective po- 
litical observers now conclude 
that the President is so be- 
holden to the ‘liberal’ -Big 
Labor-leftwing section of his 
party thathe is its prisoner. 


DANGER 
Whether this analysis is 
correct or not, there is no 
getting away trom the fact 
that the President fed it 
mightily when he lashed out 
at so-called ‘right-wing’ 
groups, and when he implied 
that all those opposed to 
further appeasing negotiations 
with the communists are try- 
ing to lead this country 
either to waror to surrender. 
In both cases, it is pointed 
out, the President was some- 
what less than accurate, to 
put it mildly. Those opposed 
to further negotiations with 








the Reds are not advocating 
either war or surrender. They 
are advocating the only policy 
that has ever proved success- 
ful against the frightened 
leaders in the Kremlin - a 
policy of strength, and a de- 
termination to stand on our 
rights, before which the Reds 
have always backed down. 

The President’s strictures 
about ‘right-wing’ groups 
branded them as ‘extremists’ 
who are ‘unwilling to face up 
to the danger from without’ 
and so ‘are convinced that 
the real danger comes from 
within.’ He did not name the 
groups he was talking about; 
perhaps some can really be 
called ‘extreme.’ But it is 
certainly highly inaccurate 
to accuse those generally 
known as conservatives of ig- 
noring the international com- 
munist conspiracy. As someone 


remarked, they seem more aware 
of it than the President and 
his State Department advisers. 

But the most shocking presi- 
dential implication was that 
there is no real danger from 
within. How, itis asked, does 
this jibe with the open de- 
fiance of the Congress, the 
courts and the law by the 
American Communist Party in 
refusing to register? How 
does it jibe with FBI Direct- 
or Hoover’s statement that 
‘To dismiss lightly the exist- 
ence of the subversive threat 
in the United States is to 
deliberately commit suicide?’ 
Canit be that the President’s 
blindness about this internal 
threat led his State Depart- 
ment to fire a whole group of 
security experts whose job it 
was to try to keep subver- 
sives, drunkards and other 
risks out of the Department? 


THE CHARGES AND THE RECORD 


Again without naming any 
names, the President casti- 
gated what he obviously con- 
siders his opposition in the 
following words: ‘They find 
treason in our finest chur- 
ches, in our highest court... 
They equate the Democratic 
Party with the welfare state, 
the welfare state with so- 
cialism and socialism with 


communism. They object quite 
rightly to politics intruding 
on the military —- but they 
are anxious for the military 
to engage inpolitics.’ Wheth- 
er the President wrote those 
words himself or whether they 
were supplied by one of his 
speech-writers, surely he is 
too intelligent a man not to 
see the number of inaccuracies 
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contained in that statement. 

Certainly it is not, as the 
President called it, ‘finding 
treason in our finest churches’ 
when Americans try to pro- 
tect their churches against 
insidious infiltration by 
willing or deluded dupes of 
the communist conspiracy. 
Such infiltration is a fact, 
as attested by sworn testimony 
before committees of Congress 
on which sit members of the 
President’s own party. And 
the President must know enough 
about the communist conspiracy 
to know that it overlooks no 
opportunity to subvert every 
American institution, includ- 
ing our churches. 

As to ‘equating the Demo- 
cratic Party with the welfare 
state, the welfare state with 


socialism and socialism with 
communism,.’ the President is 
doing the members of his party 
an injustice. Senator Byrd of 
Virginia, Senator Dodd of 
Connecticut, Senator Eastland 
of Mississippi, Senator Thur- 
mond of South Carolina, to 
name just a few Democrats, 
certainly cannot be equated 
with socialism and communism, 
and we doubt that Mr. Kennedy 
can name anyone who has done 
so. It is the leftists, the 
‘liberals,’ the Big Labor 
bosses, who make up only one 
part of the Democratic Party, 
who work toward the col lectiv- 
ist welfare state. Whether 
the President is aware of it 
or not, the logical end of 
the collectivist welfare 
state is socialism. And the 
only difference between so- 
cialism and communism is the 
enforcement machinery of com- 
munism which is necessary to 


make socialism work, after a 
fashion. 
Incidentally, that whole 


paragraph of the President’s 
speech sounds as though it 
had come almost word for word 
out of the famous Fulbright 
memorandum whose purpose was 
to muzzle anti-communist mil- 
itary officers. It even car- 
ries the same incorrect 
implication that knowledge 
and teaching of communist 








tactics by the military is 
engaging in ‘politics.’ 

It was perhaps particularly 
unfortunate that the President 
included in his indictment 
those who are critical of the 
unjudicious activities of 
‘our highest court’ -that is, 
the U.S. Supreme Court. For 
on the day Mr. Kennedy deliv- 
ered this speech in Hol lywood, 
a very revealing fact came 
out of Ghana in Africa. One 
of the ‘authorities’ on whom 
the Supreme Court depended 
for its famous and unconsti- 
tutional decision on school 
integration was a man named 


W.E.B. DuBois. Mr. DuBois was 
one of the founders of the 
NAACP. He also accumulated, 
through the years, a commun- 
ist-front record which fills 
eight single-spaced typewrit- 
ten pages. This record, dur- 
ing times past, kept him from 
getting a passport to travel 
abroad. But on the day when 
Mr. Kennedy lashed out at 
critics of the Supreme Court, 
Mr. DuBois, one of that 
Court’s ‘authorities,’ was 
found in Ghana. From there, 
he formally filed an applica- 
tion for membership in the 
American Communist Party! 


CAMPAIGN OR COINCIDENCE? 


It is a little difficult to 
escape the feeling that all 
this is part of a concerted 
campaign to downgrade a grow- 
ing awareness on the part of 
the American people - an 
awareness of the communist 
menace at home and abroad, and 
of the inroads into American 
institutions of the leftwing- 
ers and their fuzzy-minded 
followers. Perhaps itis mere- 
ly coincidence, but all of a 
sudden there appears a whole 
rash of attacks on what are 
indiscriminately called 
‘right-wingers’ or ‘extrem- 
ists’ or ‘right-wing radicals’ 
- the last being Walter 


Lippmann’s twisted phrase for 
conservatives. A lady column- 
ist for astring of newspapers 
thinks it ‘a terrible and 
disturbing thing’ that many 
Americans are more concerned 
about internal subversion 
than about Khrushchev’s bombs 

The Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations accuses ‘right- 
wingers’ of stirring division 
and hysteria. A Catholic 
archbishop makes a report to 
the National Catholic Welfare 
Council sharply criticizing 
what he calls ‘anti-communist 
extremists.’ A Columbia Uni- 
versity professor gets very 
much upset — and thus rates a 
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story in the New York Times - 
about an anti-communist meet- 
ing held in Connecticut and 
addressed by Herbert Phil- 
brick, a man with an expert 
knowledge of communist tactics 
If all these downgraders of 
conservative, anti-communist 
Americans would present facts 
and provable arguments, it 
would be fine. That kind of 
debate on these great public 
issues is in the true American 
tradition. But this is not 
what is happening. These cri-

With the limited space at 
our disposal, it is unusual 
for us to devote an entire 
review to a single pamphlet 
or booklet. But this isamost 
unusual booklet. If it is 
widely enough distributed, 
particularly amonghigh school 
and college students, it could 
at long last rectify a seri- 
ous gap in their education. 
The same goes for their eld- 
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tics indulge in sneers and 
name-calling in an effort not 
to answer but to smear their 
opposition. And it is sad and 
discouraging to note the 
President of the United States 
under the prodding of leftist- 
‘liberals’ inhis party, join- 
ing in the smear attacks on 
those who, whether mistakenly 
or not, aresincerely concern- 
ed about the threat posed by 
the international communist 
conspiracy to American moral, 
economic and social values. 
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ers, especially those who 
came out of our schools in 
the last 20 or 25 years. 
Generaily speaking, there 
are dangerous pitfalls in 
capsulized history and ‘in- 
stant’ interpretations of the 
great documents on which the 
American way of lifeis based.

Ima Dodo, a 
character invented by humor- 
ist H.I. Phillips, glanced at 
headlines and translated them 
in her own special way —‘Sen- 
ator Blasts JD’ might have 
meant to Ima that the solon 
blew up the Justice Department! 








But the producers of this 
24-page booklet (large pages 
measuring 8% x 11 inches) 
have done an amazing job of 
encompassing within a brief 
text, plus graphic cartoons 
and line drawings, the es- 
sence of how our Constitu- 
tion came to be, the age-long 
fight for freedom which pre- 
ceded it, the debates, strug- 
gles and cowpromises that 
went into the final document, 
and the manner in which it 
was adopted. All this, with 
the help of cleverly-handled 
type-faces, cartoon balloons 
and pictures is set forth in 
a mere five pages. The balance 
of the booklet is devoted en- 
tirely to the text of the 
Constitution itself, but in a 
presentation that brings each 
section of this unique docu- 
ment vividly alive. Most im- 
portant, it can be read and 
understood quickly (though we 
guarantee you will return to 
it again and again) by anyone 
from nine to ninety. The text 
of our Great Charter —- which 
William Gladstone called ‘the 
most wonderful work ever 
struck off at a given time by 
the brain and purpose of man’ 
- is carried through the 
pages in clear type with wide 
margins to allow for heavy 
bold-face headings on one 
side, so that any section can 


be quickly located, and a 
very brief interpretative 
sentence or drawing or both 
on the other side as to its 
meaning. The producers of the 
booklet seem to have hit upon 
the perfect medium for catch- 
ing the attention of readers, 
especially youngsters, and 
then taking them on an excit- 
ing journey to a knowledge 
and understanding of the 
United States Constitution — 
a knowledge and understanding 
without which we, as a free 
people, cannot continue to be. 

It has come to our attention 
that at least one exponent of 
the American constitutional 
system and its free-enterprise 
economy is doing more than 
paying lip service to the way 
of life which makes its exis- 
tence possible. L.M. Berry & 
Company of Dayton, Ohio, has 
been distributing this excel- 
lent booklet. Their action
